He shouted a greeting 
to the small but cheering crowd at the 
Taft: gate, but the machine sped on 
Gown the drive, Returning after an 
hour or two, Col. ‘Roosevelt stopped 
and said: ' 

“We had a most pleasant time, a most 
delightful time. We—ah—I don’t know 
that there is anything I can say more, 
can I Cabot?’ 

Senator Lodge, who had stuck his 
head out the window at the command 
of the photographers, said he -could not. 
“Look at those miscreants,’’ shouted 
Col. Roosevelt, but he laughed as he 
pointed to the photographers. 

Mr. Roosevelt said that he would visit

Until the Commission Ii» 
shown what its attitude is going to 
be on‘ this phase of the law railroad 
men say they cannét tell what the ef- 
fect will be on rates. 

If the commission decides that con- 
ditions never justify the lower rates for 
the long haul, the railroad men say they 
will be forced either to give up their 
local business between many Western 
points or their through business. 

Rates Based on Competition. 

They will have to determine 
whether the local business or com- 
petitive business is'the more profit- 
able, they. say, and act accordingly. 
The lower rates for the long haul are 
generally made, railroad experts say, 


to meet competitive rates, while the || 


short haul rates between local points 
are made on the basis of cost of serv- 
ice. 

“Conditions east of the Mississipp! 
River are not likely to be disturbed 
to any great extent by the enforce- 
ment of the long and short haul pro- 
vision of the new law,” said Edward 
Hart, traffic manager ofthe Baltimore 
&Ohio. “There are many such rates 
in the Western States,/however, and 
Yate conditions may be upset if the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in- 
sists on literally enforcing the pro- 


: visions of the law. The commission 


has the power to say whether or not 
a carrier may charge more for a 
short haul than a long one, and the 
railroads will not know where they 
are at on this matter until the com- 
mission passes upon a few. cases to 
show the trend of its mind.”

In Thursday’s conrerence on the abolition of 
the arbitrary, Councilman Schutz asked why, #f 
the railroads in the terminal system could not 
make the same rates on both sides of the river, 
the Illinois Central and. other Southern roads 
made the rate to Granite City, a longer haul than 
across the river to St, Louis, the same 46 the 
East St. Louis rate. Mr. Bowes promptly an- 
swered for the Illinois Central that it was on 
account of competition. The Illinois Central, he 
said, met a rate of 32 cents offered by a com- 
petitor, . 

Let us get the full meaning of this answer into 
our minds. 

The rate on coal] to every part of Hast St. Louis 
and to Granite City, no matter what the distance 
of the haul, is the same. The Terminal Railroad 
charges nothing for delivery to any point on the 
Termina] tracks. Other roads pay a modest 
switching charge, which is absorbed, The con- 
sumer pays only the 32-cent rate. 

But on every ton hauled across the river on 
the bridge of the Terminal railways there is an 
arbitrary charge or toll of 20 cents. The terml- 
nal facilities in St. Louis belong to the railroads 
in the Terminal Railway Association, the distance 
the coal is hauled across the river may be only 
one-third the distance it is hauled in East 5t. 
Louis, but there is an additional charge of 20 
cents, This charge is levied, not because the 
service is worth it, or because the railroads are 
entitled to it, or it is right or customary to col- 
lect it, but because there is a combine of all the 
railroads entering St. Louis to control apd oper: 
ate the bridges and terminals in their common 
interest, and because through this combine and 
common agreement the railroads have the power 
to levy monopely charges. . 

If there were competition in bridge and ter-, 
minal services among the railroads, St. Louis 
would pay no arbitrary. One tar ne a railroad 
using its own bridge and terminals would elimi- 
nate the arbitrary charge. | 

The discriminating bridge arbitrary, therefore, 
is @ monopoly charge. The railroads levy it be- 
cause they have a bridge and terminal combine 


traffic. The combine rallroads refuse to take off 
the discriminating toll because, having the power 
of monopoly, they think St. Louis is helpless to 
resist it. They refuse to give St. Louis a square 
deal because they have the power to give the city 
a foul deal. 

It is well to have the arbitrary thus defined by 
a railroad man as a monopoly charge levied be- 
cause the absence-of competition and the exist- 
ence of a combine give the railroads the power 
to charge what they please. 

The terminal railroads have exposed their hand 
—the hand of monopoly. They use the power of 
monopoly without mercy. They scorn a petition 
for justice. They recognize only might. 

Now we know precisely what the arbitrary 
means and what it represents in railroad policy. 
We know it can be ‘abolished only by smashing 
the monopoly combine on- which it rests or 
forcing it to fair terms. 

St. Louis cannot surrender to monopoly—that 
is unthinkable. We must prove that the power 
of the people is greater than the power of mo- 
nopoly. Instead of. strengthening the combine we 
must weaken and destroy it. There can be no 
compromise with an acknowledged railroad plun- 
der bund.

Roosevelt yesterday could be heard around the 
world. He igs not the Albany boss—that’s settled. 
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PERSONAL RESPONSIBILITY. 

In St. Louis and other cities, many acts are lob. 
bied through municipal assemblies which the 
courts are not expected to uphold as law. Until 
such acts are declared void by the courts, they 
are enforced, sometimes by the most arbitrary 
methods, in the expectation that they will not be 
resisted. 

It ought to be better understood than it is that 
officeholders are personally responsible in dam- 
ages to everyone they wrong in this way. 

It ought also to be understood that officehold- 
ers who act on the theory’ that they are not per- 
sonally responsible for wrongful official acts are 
mistaken. - Policemen are protected under the 
“metropolitan system,” ag they ought not to be, 
against civil suit for damages. But there is per- 
sonal responsibility to law in such cases as op- 
pression in office ag the recent shooting of a 
harmless citizen in Eagt St. Louis. Another cage, 
out of many, is the still more recent case of an 
inoffensive citizen, subjected to arbitrary treat- 
ment in the city hospital, because he had been 
officially and outrageously shot. 

Where personal responsibility to law ends, an- 
archy begins. Oppression in office is as criminal 
as highway robbery. Those who are guilty of it 
should be forced to account to the law in person 
urtil they are convinced that they are personally 
responsible,

Cost 
To the Editor of the oni etn ade 

I note letter in today’s paper about price of 
electricity and demand for a municipal plant. 
Will say that a private plant for one building 
with a long hour day use and steam heating in 
connection can make current very much cheaper 
than a plant of the same size supplying private 
customers. And any talk of a plant paying for 
itself in two or five years is foolish. 

In Hutchinson, Kan. a town of 15,000, elec- 
tricity used to sell as high as 20 cents per kilo- 
watt hour; now, since a competing company en- 
tered the field, it sells for 5 cents as the highest 
price and I understand special contracts are in 
force as low as 8 cents. Also about eight or ten 
times the quantity is being used as under the for- 
mer high prices. ; 

In Winfield, Kan., a town of 10,000, with the 
usual abuses of a municipal plant, the small con- 
Sumers pay 9 cents net, and the larger consumers, 
using $6 per month or more, pay 4.5 cents per 
kilowatt hour for lighting service. 

Coffeyville, Kan,, has its own plant and I un- 
derstand that their rates run as low as 2c per 
kilowatt hour for power and $8 cents or 4 cents 
for lighting. 

It is a fact that the larger the city the cheaper 
the current can be furnished, and the larger the 
profits in the business, This ig proven by the 
larger amounts of stock watéring and franchise 
grabbing in the large cities: while the average 
lighting plant in towns of 2000 to 8000 can very 
little more than pay for coal and labor. There ig 
recom for a good investigation of this subject, and 
nothing would benefit the city more than a good 
supply of electricity at a decent price, with al] 
such grafting methods as unreasonable mini- 
mums, etc., cut out. ELECTRICIAN.

_ Speaker Rombauer and a Franchise. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In last Sunday’s Post-Dispatcn Speaker Edgar 
R. Rombauer is quoted as saying in his speech to 
members of the Gratiot-Lindenwood Improvement 
Association: 

“If you'll get Capt. McCulloch to extend the 
Tower Grove car line to the city limits I'll see 
that an appropriation is made for the improve- 
ment @f Arsenal street and extension of sewers.” 

Evidently Mr. Rombauer has the power to do 
as he says. -He, or his House of Delegates, has 
lately demonstrated power to do certain things 
for certain communities. 

A few days ago there was pending in the House 
of Delegates an application for a franchise to 
change the route of the Fourth line cars from 
Lafayette avenue south on Grand avenue to west 
on Lafayette to Old Manchester road. This would 
open a large strip of new territory and make it 
much more available for homes than it now is 
without street cars. The Fourth street line was 
to extend westward until it reached Old Man- 
chester road and eventually connect with the 
Tower Grove line tracks. While it was not so 
stated in this application for a franchise, it was 
very generally understood that the Fourth line 
cars would succeed the Tower Grove cars on the 
west end“of that line, making it possible for 
these cars to be routed west on Arsenal street, 
when improved, from Wood street to Gratiot and 
Lindenwood. Mr. Rombauer’s House of Delegates 
refused this application of a franchise change. 

The reason assigned by disappointed residents is 
that persons residing on Grard avenue, south of 
Lafayette, want the Fourth street line.

When 
I hit him it was like pounding my fists 
against a stone wall and just about 
as effective. The futility of it all ter- 
rorized me. I sought by clever boxing 
to defend myself against his ¢ver-in- 
creasing attacks. It was my ambition 
merely to save myself. You all know 
how dismally I failed.
